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Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Germany on 10/23/02. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy 
of the German application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Double Patenting 

4. Claims 1-10 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 9-34, 36 and 37 of 
copending Application No. 10/233,673. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because the claims are directed to a first and second 
temperature sensors disposed in either the bluff body or the sensor vane in respective blind holes. 
It would be obvious to inert two temperature sensors instead of a single one since such an 
additional sensor would provide continuous information in case one is broken and also the 
information received from two sensors would be more efficient. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented.
